“EXPLOSIVE  SUBSTANCES  ACT,  1884.”

T47IIEREAS  by  the  “ E.xplosive  Substances  Act,  1884,”  it  is,  inter  alia,  enacted 
VV  that  tlie  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall,  from  time  to_  lime,  make  all 
necessary  Regulations,  consistent  with  the  said  Act,  for  the  receipt,  conveyance, 
storage,  and  delivery  of  Gunpowder,  or  an}'  other  explosive  substance,  within  two 
miles  of  the  limits  oi‘  any  City: 

It  is  therefore  ordered  and  declared  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  this 
Province,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  that  the  regulations 
hereinafter  set  forth  shall,  on  and  after  the  SOth  day  of  November,  1884,  be  in  force 
and  regulate  the  receipt,  conveyance,  storage,  and  delivery  of  Gunpowder,  or  any 
other  explosive  substance,  within  two  miles  of  the  limits  of  the  Cities  of  Victoria, 
New  Westminster  and  Nanaimo,  save  and  except  as  in  the  said  Act  is  otherwise 
mentioned  and  provided. 


REGULATIONS. 


Receipt  and  Storage. 

1.  On  arrival  of  packages,  magazine  keeper  will  look  to  distinguishing  mark, 

and  ari-ange  them  in  magazine  so  as  to  keep  the  packages  of  the  several 
lots  together,  as  far  as  practicable. 

2.  Each,  package  shall  be  examined  by  the  magazine  keeper  in  order  to 

discover  if  it  is  tight  (so  that  no  powder  can  escape),  and  whetlier  any  of 
the  hoops  be  fastened  with  iron  nails,  or  if  anything  objectionable  about 
package.  If  there  is  any  defect  in  any  barrel  such  barrel  shall  not  be 
received,  but  the  gunpowder  shifted  into  another  barrel. 

3.  No  barrel  shall  be  examined  in  magazine,  but  shall  be  immediately  cari’iecl 

outside,  and  there  examined. 

4.  No  barrels  shall  lie  open  in  magazine. 

b.  No  shifting  in  the  magazine  shall  be  permitted,  without  tanned  hides 
being  first  placed  upon  every  part  of  the  floor  that  can  be  walked  or 
stepped  upon,  in  order  to  keep  powder  from  floor. 

6.  In  case  heads  of  barrels  start,  the  barrel  shall  be  at  once  removed  outside 
by  the  magazine  keeper  and  gunpowder  there  shifted  (if  necessary.) 

7.  In  stacking,  barrels  shall  be  ]»laced  on  hides  or  wadmiltilts,  and  in  no  case 

shall  tiers  of  barrels  exceed  7 feet  in  height. 

8.  Copper-hooped  barrels  shall  be  kept  separate  from  woodeu-hooped  barrels. 

9.  Barrels  shall  in  no  case  be  rolled  but  carried. 

10.  W et  gunpowder  may  be  stored  on  the  bare  floors. 

Every  powder  magazine  shall  be  of  the  folio-wing  description  : — 

11.  The  wall  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  stone,  and  be  of  the  thickness  of  at 
least  14  inches  if  of  mason  work,  or  9 inches  if  of  brick,  and  it  shall  be 
covered  with  a fire-proof  root  made  of  metal,  and  attached  to  the  build- 
ing by  no  other  means  than  its  own  weight ; 

12.  It  sliall  be  surrounded,  at  a clear  distance  of  at  least  20  feet,  by  a wooden 

fence,  at  least  seven  feet  high,  and  having  but  one  opening,  which  shall 
be  so  located  as  not  to  face  any  public  road,  or  the  side  of  the  mao-a- 
zine  in  which  its  entrance  is  situated  ; ^ 

13.  No  other  material  shall  be  used  in  its  construction  than  stone,  brick, 

lime,  copper,  brass,  wood,  glass,  tin,  slate,  zinc,  or  leather;  ’ 

14.  It  shall  have  but  one  entrance,  to  which  a door  shall  bo  fixed  with 

copper  fastenings  ; the  door  to  he  made  of,  or  covered  with,  brass 
copper,  or  zinc  ; * 

15.  The  floors  shall  bo  tongued  and  grooved,  close  jointed  and  light; 
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1(1.  It  sliall  1h^  liini’Mlicd  willi  ii  liii’lit iii ii_:.^  coiKliiclor,  to  he  ol' <'oii|tcr  win;

IT.  It  ^hall  he  iTiriiishcd  with  air  holes  and  windows  li  r venti lation ; 

IS.  Aii'dioles  and  windows  shall  he  proteeteil  hy  wooden  shntlcrs,  e(;vered 
with  zinc,  brass,  or  eojt|)er,  and  so  located  as  not  to  face  the  gate  in 
surrounding  t’ciu  e. 

Id.  No  slnaihs  or  cultivation  wliatevor  shall  Lc  allowed  within  30  ^ards  oi 
the  suri’oundini!:  fence. 

Conveyance. 

1.  The  niagazine  keeper  shall  he  notilied  before  j ()wder  is  sent  for  storage 

to  or  removal  Iroiu  any  magazine. 

2.  The  hottoni  and  sides  of  waggon  in  which  powuler  is  carried  shall  he  lined 

with  a tarpaulin,  so  as  to  piawent  the  escape  of  any  jiowder,  and  the 
barrels  placed  on  end  on  hides  or  wadmiltilts, 

3.  The  Load  shall  he  completely  covered  with  a tai'iiaulin. 

4.  No  comhustihle  material,  other  than  guupowuliu',  shall  he  cai’ried  in  any 

waggon  carrying  jiowder  exceeding  28  lbs.  in  weight. 

5.  No  person  employed  in  the  loading,  driving,  carriage,  or  unloading  of  any 

pownlcr  waggon,  shall  smoke  tobacco,  or  carry  matches. 

General  Rules. 

1.  No  one  shall  he  ]iermitted  to  enter  magazine  or  cnclos;ire,  except  those 

persons  actually  emjiloycd. 

2.  Outer  gates  shall  be  k(']d  shut.  No  waggon  or  wheelbarrow  shall  be 

allow'ed  within  the  surrounding  fence. 

3.  No  smoking  or  fire  shall  he  allowmd  near  magazines,  and  persons  cm- 

jiloyed  in  or  about  magazine  shall  not  cany  matches,  tobacco,  pipes, 
or  knives. 

4.  No  person  having  the  least  appearance  of  intoxication  shall  be  allowed 

within  the  outer  gates. 

5.  No  ]>erson  shall  enter  magazine  oi'  w'orkshed  in  ordinai’y  boots.  Goloshes, 

gum  hoots,  or  magazine  slippers  without  nails,  are  only  to  he  used,  and 
no  person  shall  tie  permitted  to  jiass  outside  in  magazine  slijipers. 

6.  No  pciNon  shall  he  permitted  to  walk  on  magazine  jdatforms  or  rolling 

ways  with  ordinary  lioots. 

7.  On  any  person  entering,  the  outer  gate  shall  be  shut  before  the  door  of 

magazine  is  opened,  and  on  his  going  out  the  magazine  door  shall  be 
shut  before  outer  gate  is  opened. 

8.  Floor  ot  magazine,  shifting  rooms,  and  ]»assages  shall  be  wmll  swejit  and 

kept  I'ree  li’om  gravel,  sand,  or  grit,  and  previous  to  removal  of  gun- 
powder rolling  ways  and  stages  shall  also  he  carefully  w’"atered.  Loose 
grit  to  be  sw'c[it  into  a tub  or  bucket  containing  water  wdiich,  with  a 
stick  tor  the  purpose  of  stirring,  shall  be  ke[)t  inside  the  magazine  door. 

9.  On  first  clap  of  thunder  or  first  flash  of  lightning,  window’-s  of  magazine 

shall  be  shut.  Same  precautions  shall  be  observedin  caseol  fire  breaking 
out  in  vicinity. 

20.  Lightning  rods  shall  he  kejit  in  good  order  and  tested  from  time  to  time. 

11.  All  tools,  instruments,  or  other  articles  used  in  magazine  shall  be  of 
wood,  copper,  zinc,  or  bronze,  anel  nothing  containing  iron  or  liable  to 
cause  ignition  shall  be  admitted. 

12.  Use  of  iron  rivets  to  cojiper  hoops  used  on  barrels  is  forbidden. 

13.  A small  store  of  copjier  rivets  shall  be  kept  on  hand  in  each  magazine, 
with  other  tools. 

14.  Pieces  of  wood  lorming  heads  of  gunpowuler  barrels  shall  be  put  together 
w’ith  wooden  pins,  and  in  no  case  shall  iion  be  used. 

15.  In  heading  and  unheading  barrels,  the  person  employed  shall  never  use 
the  bare  adze  against  copper  hoo[is,  but  shall  invariably  apply  a w'ooden 
handled  metal  setter.  Nails  on  no  account  shall  be  used  in  reheadino- 
barrels. 
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Penalties. 

Any  yiersoii  wlio^e  duty  it  tdiall  liG  to  obsor\G  uoy  of  tho  i eijulations, 
luul  wlio  sliiill  full  to  ob.sorvG  uiiy  regulation,  sball,  in  respect  of  each  bicacb 
of  duty,  be  liable  and  snl.ject  to  a penalty  not  less  tlniii  Five  Hollars  nor  more 
than  iTventy  Dollars,  anil  tor  a second  or  second  offence  be  Itable  and  subject 
to  a penally  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  nor  more  than  t^ne  Ilundied  Dollars. 


SCHEDULE  A. 


Rules  for  the  erection  of  Lightning  Conductors. 


1.  Material  of  Rod. — Copper,  weigliiiig  not  less  than  6 oz.  per  foot  run,  the  electrical 
conductivity  of  which  is  not  less  than  90  per  cent,  of  that  of  pure  copper,  either  in  the  form  of 
rod,  tape,  or  rope  of  stout  wires  ; no  individual  wire  being  less  than  No.  12  B.M  .G  (T09"). 
Iron  may  be  used  but  should  not  weigh  less  than  2\  lbs.  per  foot  run. 

2.  Johits. — Every  joint,  besides  being  well  cleaned  and  screwed,  scarfed,  or  riveted,  shall 
be  thoroughly  soldered. 

3.  Form  of  Pohi.ts.—T\\e.  point  of  the  upper  terminal*  of  the  conductor  shall  not  have  a 
sharper  angle  than  90°.  A foot  below  the  extreme  point  a copper  ring  shall  be  screwed  and 
soldered  on  to  the  upper  terminal,  in  which  ring  must  be  fixed  three  or  four  sharp  copper 
points,  each  about  6 inches  long.  It  is  desirable  that  these  points  should  be  so  platinised, 
gilded,  or  nickel-plated,  as  to  resist  oxidation. 

4.  Number  and,  Height  of  Upper  Terminals.— number  of  conductors  or  upper  termi- 
nals required  will  depend  upon  the  size  of  the  building,  the  material  of  which  it  is  constructed, 
and  the  comparative  height  above  the  ground  of  the  several  parts.  No  general  rule  can  be 
given  for  this,  except  that  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  space  protected  by  a conductor  is,  as  a 
rule,  a cone,  the  radius  of  whose  base  is  equal  to  the  height  of  the  conductor  from  the  ground. 

5.  Curvature. — The  rod  should  not  be  bent  abiuptly  round  sharp  corners.  In  no  case 
should  the  length  of  a curve  be  more  than  half  as  long  again  as  its  chord.  A hole  should  be 
drilled  in  string  courses  or  other  projecting  masonry,  when  possible,  to  allow  the  rod  to  pass 
freely  through  it. 

6.  Insulators.- — The  conductor  should  not  be  kept  from  the  building  by  glass  or  other 
insulators,  but  attached  to  it  by  fastenings  of  the  same  metal  as  the  conductor  itself  is  com- 
posed of. 

7.  Fixing. — Conductors  should  preferentially  be  taken  dowir  the  side  of  the  building 
which  is  most  exposed  to  rain.  They  should  be  held  iimily,  but  the  holdfasts  should  not  be 
driven  in  so  tightly  as  to  pinch  the  conductor  or  prevent  contraction  and  expansion  due  to 
changes  of  temperature. 

8.  Other  Metal  Work. — All  metallic  spouts,  gutters,  iroir  doors,  and  other  masses  of  metal 
about  the  building  should  be  electrically  connected  with  the  conductor. 

9.  Earth  Connection. — It  is  most  desirable  that,  whenever  possible,  the  lower  extremity 
of  the  conductor  should  be  buried  in  permanently  damp  soil.  Hence  j roximity  to  rain-water 
pipes  and  to  drains  or  other  water  is  desirable.  It  is  a very  good  plan  to  bifurcate  the  con- 
ductor close  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  to  adopt  two  of  the  following  methods  for 
securing  the  escape  of  the  lightning  into  the  earth  : — 

(1.)  A strip  of  copper  tape  may  l)e  led  from  the  bottom  of  the  rod  to  a gas  or  water  main 
(not  merely  to  a leaden  pipe),  if  such  exist  near  enough,  and  be  soldered  to  it ; 

(2.)  A tape  may  be  soldered  to  a sheet  of  copper  3 ft.  x 3 ft.  x i/ic  inch  thick,  buried 
in  permanently  wet  earth  and  surrounded  by  cinders  or  coke  ; 

(3.)  Many  yards  of  copper  tape  may  be  laid  in  a trench  tilled  with  coke,  having  not  less 
than  18  square  feet  of  copj)cr  exposed. 

10.  Protection  from.  Theft,  d'c.  — In  ea.ses  where  there  is  any  likelihood  of  the  copptw  beimr 
stolen  or  injured  it  should  be  protected  by  being  enclo.sed  in  an  iron  gas-pipe  reaching  10  fb 
(if  there  is  room)  above  ground  and  some  distance  into  the  ground. 

11.  Painting. — Iron  conductors,  galvanized  or  not,  should  be  painted.  It  is  optional  with 
copper  ones. 

12.  /n,<!pec<zo?i.— When  the  conductor  is  finally  fixed  it  should  in  all  cases  be  examined 
and  tested  by  a (|ualified  person,  and  this  should  be  done  in  the  case  of  imw  buildings  afti'r  all 
work  on  them  is  finished. 


* 'Jjie  upper  terminal  is  that  portion  of  the  conductor  which  is  between  the  top  of  the  edifice  ;uid  the 
point  of  the  conductor. 
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
